When ttd mein- 
here of the Council took the r seats 
Chairman Peterson dispensed with all 
preliminary business and Immediately 
proceeded with the consideration of the 
license applications. 

David 0. Girabrant asked permission 
to make a few remarks before any 
applications were acted upon, and hts 
request was granted Hr. Gar a u rant 
said that he wanted to thank the mem¬ 
bers of the Council on behalf of what 
he believed to be a majority of the 
citizens of the town for the pi Hey that 
had been pursued In the past Id regard 
to granting license applications. That 
policy, he said, had proved beneficial 
to the town and wa* approved by the 
majority of the people, Ue hoped that 
the Council would continue along the 
same line and rt ise all new applica¬ 
tions and grac: onry stub existing applD 
cations as were hel \ by people who bad 
obeyed avd respects 1 the law In the 
conducting of their pieces. 

The following peraooe were granted 
licenses without objection: George B, 
Tucker, Arthur Leuthaeusser, William 
J. Bash, Henry Timber, Frank Naruckl, 
Israel Briennao, Thomas A, BaUlnao, 

John Ropf, Alicia Kelly, J- Gilbert 
Bratfy, H Beyder A Bon William John¬ 
son, Elizabeth Metz, Albert John, 
William Parting, Julius Petrlen, and 
Nicholas Dugin. Objections were 
raised against William Ashworth's and 
Er nest lUaflaub a applications, but tbs 
Council granted the licensee.
